He had 
been imposed upon in political affairs so often 
that he grew to be suspicious of men in all the 
affairs of life. In his business relations the 
money-making instinct was highly deveioned. 
This estimate of his character is found among 
men who had business relations with him ex- 
tending over years, and who, while speaking 
kindly of bim in many respects, and admirimg- 
ly of his great ability in politics, criticise this 
phase as his one great fault. 


SWIFT RETRIBUTION, 


4 Tramp Enters a House and Fatally 


tabs John Davis, Who Attempts to Put 

Him Out—The Assasin Is Seized, Sum- 

marily Condemned, and Hung to a Tree 

A Quarrel on the Scene of the Tragedy 

by Spectators Leads to Death. 

MITCHELL, Ind., Aug. 17.—-|Special.]—A ter- 
ribie tragedy occurred at Huron, six miles 
west of here, early this morning, resulting in 
the murder of John T. Davis and the lynching 
of William Dunn, atramp. John Davis is the 
staffon agent at Huron for the Ohio & Missie- 
sippi Road. At about 2 o'clock this morning 
his wife was awakened by the noise of some 
one in her room, and by the light recognized a 
strange person. She was so overcome that she 
could not give the alarm for a few minutes. 
When she called her husband he started in 
pursuit of the robber, soon overtaking him, 
when a terrible struggle followed. A groan 
was beard, arousing some persons near, 
who got up in time to see * 
man fall to the ground and another run in an 
eastward direction. They went at once to the 
spot, and found John Davis lying on the 
ground stabbed and unconscious. He revived, 
said atramp had murdered him, and expired. 
The entire neighborhood was aroused and soon 
had surrounded the murderer, who, baif-dead 
with fright, had crawied in some brush. A 
shot from one of the company brought him 
out, and surrounded by an excited throng he 
was made to look upon his victim. He stoutly 
denied murdering him, and to be more sure 
that no innocent man should suffer he was 
taken before Mrs. Davis, who, almost pros- 
trated with grief, pointed him out as the man 
who had been in herroom. In addition to this 
a plece of clothing held in a death-grasp by 
the murdered man when placed side by side 
with the tramp's clothing compared exactly. 
This Was enough, The excited crowd could be 


governed no longer, and taking hold of the mur- 
derer they led him from the scene of his crime 
and placing a rope around his neck swung him 
to a tree, where he hung until morning. Davis 
was one of the leading citizens of the place. 
All day the man had been noticed in town, 
lounging about. His purpose was doubtless to 
get hold of the keys of the railroad office and 
get the contents. Papers in the pocket of the 
tramp showed bis name to be William Dunn, 
from Edwardsport, Ind. 

Today, while a train-load of people was 
coming up from Shoals to the scene of the 
murder and lynching at Huron, adrayman by 
the name of Pierce and a brakeman named 
Stevenson got into an altercation. Stevensoa 
struck Pierce, when Pierce drew a knife, kill- 
ine Stevenson almost instantly. His body was 
taken back to Shoals. The altercauon was 
over Davie’ murder. . 


A RIOT AT THE CHURCH DOORS, 


The Polish Religious War at Detroit Re- 
newed—An Attempt to Reopen the Church 
Brings Together au Angry Mob—Trouble 
Feared. 

Dersort, Mich., Aug. 17.--[Special.]—It was 
announced today that the St. Aibertus Polish 
Catholic Church would be reopened Sunday 
next, and that the successor to Father Kola- 
sinski, the recalcitrant priest removed by 
Bishop Borgess, would be chosen at the meet- 
ing of the synod of the diocese Thursday. This 
at once created the greatest excitement 
among the parishioners, among whom the 
news was spread by Polish agents, and towards 
noon several thousand men and women had 
gathered at the church, The keys are in the 
hands of Kolasinski's supporters, who refused 
to give them up, and carpenters were set at 
work to remove the doors. The crowd soon 
stopped this, and a riot was imminent, when 
the police arrived under Capt. Mack.

ENGLAND AND RUSSIA GETTING INTO 
ANOTHER SNARL. 


It Is Over the Old Afghan Frontier Ques- 
tion—The Lion Wants a Direct Answer 
from the Bear as to Certain Disputed 
Territory, and Uniess One Is Given 


3 Be War—Conflicting Stories 
in 18 2 


Lonpor, Aug. 17.—The Cabinet sat today 
from noon until 2 o'clock. The Queen's speech 
Was considered and approved. The Afghan 
difficulty was also discussed. It is understood 
that Col. Ridgeway of the British-Afgnan Com- 
mission has been recalled, because be felt that 
the differences between Russia and England 
had better be dealt with by the Foreign Office. 

The report that ine Goverrment had decided 
upon the immediate withdrawal of the Afghan 
Boundary Commission is officially denied. 
The Goverament is awaiting Russia's reply 
respecting a smail portion of the Afghan 
boundary not yet settled in the Oxus district. 
Until that reply bas been received no decigion 
will be taken respecting the date of the with- 
drawal of the commission; but whatever may 
be the nature of the reply the commission will 
return to India before winter. 

In spite of the official denial, it is believed 
in well-informed circles that the Standard is 
virtually correct In stating that the Govern- 


ment bas asked Russia for ayes or no reply. 
It is not likely, however, that such a reply will 
be given. 

A dispatch trom Simia says that the British 
Afghan Commission will return to India in 
September via Cabul. 

The St. James’ Gazette says the question is 
as far from settlement as it was fifteen months 
ago. Russia claims Khomiab and the Afghans 
refuse to give it up. A conflict is likely to 
occur at any moment, the Gazelfe says, and it 
rests with England to say what it will and can 
do to prevent its allies from being plundered. 
The task of Lord Iddesleigh, Foreign Secre- 
tary, will be easier when he is relieved of this 
useless and embarrassing commission. 

Moscow, Aug. 17.—The Viedomosté says that 
the more Russia is forced back from Eastern 
Europe the more she will devote her attention 
to Asia, where ber task is far from completed. 
In regard to the occupation of Port Lazareff 
the paper says that no protests or intrigues 
will prevent Russia from occupying a worthy 
position on the Pacific. 

[The British Government knows what the cam- 
paign against the Turcomans of a few years ago 
means. It was more than a bleak desert, flecked 
with a few oases, that Russia was seeking to 
— and in pushing the savage Turcomans of 

desert northeast of Persia further and fur- 
ther from their home the Czar's lieutenants 
have made the Russian frontier retreat to 
the south, while they have followed it, 
* the Merve oasis, annexing Bokhara, 
and finally pausing within two days’ march 
of Herat, long known as the Key to India,” 
since the direct caravan-route leads from 
that ancient citadel and city across Afghanistan 
into India. Russia tran the stipulations 
made with the British vernment in 1872 and 
1878 by advancing south of the Oxus into the 
Badakhshan and Wakhan districts; into Balkh, 
Merve, and into Sarakhs, Persia. Merve is itself 
historically Persian territory; but the Russians 
have stolen so much territory from Persia that 
they have no conscientious scruples about 
tak in Sarakhs. Herat is 20 miles 
from Merve, but Russian outposts 
are within easy reach of the Key.“ 
From Herat there are no less than seventeen 
routes into India, only three or four of which, 
however, are available for a large army and 
; and then the journey would be 700 
miles from Herat to the Indian frontier. This 
would be an invasion from which even the 
toughest Russian General would shrink, es- 
ally as he would have to keep. his 
es of communication open through 
filled with hostile Afghan 
Russians are building a 
railroad far into Central Asaia, and that means 
that they intend to stay there. Russia is work- 
ing slowly down into Corea on her extreme east- 
ern border. Viaaivostock, the great Russian 
naval emporium, is very near the Corean front- 
ier. Since 1874 — — of Coreans have set- 
tied in R territory and are employed in the 
Government works at Viadivostock. Corean 
territory has gradually been &unnexed to Russia, 
who does not disguise her desire to obtain a 
peninsula which will give her the supremacy of 
the Eastern seas and the finest localities for 
naval depots in the world.] 


THE CANADIAN FISHERIES, 

The Macdonald Government Dallying with 
the Question — Indignation of the Ca- 
nucks. 

Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 17.—|Special.]|—While 
thcre has been a great deal of bluster on 
the part of the Macdonald Administration 
about what they were going to do to enforce 
the fishing clause of the treaty of 1818 so far 
no single seizure has been made for illegal fisn- 
ing. Several circulars have been sent out. 
Aside from those sent out to the 
customs authorities there have been letters 
sent to the commanding officers of the schoon- 
ers on guard along the Canadian coast, and it 
is on these instructions that these vessels have 
been acting. The orders are imperative that 
no seizures shal] be made for iliegal tishing as 
the Canadians view the law. The cruisers are 
to confine themselves to worrying the vessels 
which im some way may be guiity of an mirac- 
tion of the customs laws. There is reason to 
believe that if any one of these cruisers should 
ran into a fleet of American fishing schooners 
they would make no attempt at seizure, but 
would only report the case to the autvorities 
here, and ciaims then wight possibly be made 
against the United States Government for 
damages. 

Hatarax, N. 8., Aug. 17.—The Dominion 
Government is being bitterly attacked by the 
press of both political parties for its lack of 
efficient protection to the fisheries.

A GREAT LANDSLIDE, 


Portion of Port Stanley, in the Falkland 
Islands, Overwhelmed by a Peat Bed. 

WasHinetrorn, D. C., Aug. 17.—Secretary | 
Bayard has received a dispatch from the United 
States Consul at Port Stanley, Falkland Is 
and, giving an account of 4 Slip of peat, which 
occu red the night of Juné3. Extending the 
entire length of the south shore of the harbor, 
and at a slight elevation, is a peat-bog, from 
which the laboring population cut their fuel. 
There are no channels which drain the bog, 
and large quantities of water collect there dur- 
ing the long rains, which at certain seasons 
last days atatime. For three days previous 
to the disaster a rain-storm bad prevailed. 
About 8 o'clock in the evening the bog 
began to quake, and finally it broke loose, 
rushing down upon the town, carry- 
ing away everythmg in its course, 
blocking up the streets and piling 
up the peat in places to the hight of six or 
eight feet. Solid stone walls were rent asunder, 
fences, porcbes, and iron lampposts torn away, 
boats and houses turned up, and all were swept 
away before its march. The bewildered and 
terrified population believed their town was be- 
ing destroyed by an earthquake, and added 
their cries for help to the borrers or the night. 

A mass of scattered peat amounting to no 
less than 50,000 tons lay over the town. A boy 
of 7 and an old man named Patrick Keating 
were lost. At the date of tae dispatch, 140 
days after the slide, the people living near the 
inundated parts were fearing another disaster 
and were constantly on the alert. The Consul 
shared their apprebensions to some extent, as 
the winter season, when heavy snows and rains 
prevail, was at band. The citizens of the port 
bad collected £200 for the relief of the princi 
pal sufferers. .

The 
wife of Peck had both of her limbs paraiyzed 
and one of his daughters was so severely 
shocked that she is now in a critical condition.

TRAIN- WRECKING. 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM A SERIOUS 
ACCIDENT ON THE ROCK ISLAND. 


The Miscreants Mistook It for a Lake 
Shore Train—The Sympathizers with the 
Strikers Constantly Throwing Switches 
Arrest of Two Men Caught in the Act 
—Disaster to Some Cars Loaded with 
Meat—A Gaspipe Bomb Turns Up in 
Hyde Park. 

A ‘dastardiy attempt to wreck a crowded 
passenger train was made on the Lake Shore 
and Rock Island tracks Monday night, but the 
perpetrators failed to accomplish their object. 
The attempt was apuarentiy the work of the 
Lake Shore strikers or their sympathizers, but 
they made a mistake, the train belonging to 
the Rock Island and not the Lake Shore Road. 


It was the 10:30 train bound for Omaha and 


Council Bluffs, and bad five coaches and two 
sleepers filled with passengers, and was prob- 
ably taken for a Lake Shore train which leaves 


at 11:30. The train started off on time and 


stopped at the Stock-Y ards crossing at Fortieth 
Street. When it started up the cylinder-nead 
was blown off with a loud report, disabiing the 
engine. Some miscreant had placed an ob- 
strucuion in the shape of a three-pound iron 
wedge on the guide near the cylinder-head. 
The fireman of the engine had a good view of 
the man who did the mischief as he was es 
caping and thinks he could identify nim. The 
Omaha train was pulled into the Rock Island 
car-shop at Forty-seventh street to wait for 
another locomotive. While this train was 
Waiting the Rock Island theatre train, loaded 
with passengers, passed on the main track. It was 
hardly five minutes before the Omaba train 
was ready and started off on the same track. 
Somebody had boarded the rear of the thea- 
tre-train as it passed Thirty-seventh street and 
had turned the red lanterns so the light could 
not be seen from benind the train, the inten- 
tion clearly bem to have the Omaha train, 
which was behind, run into the cars in front. 
The brakeman of the train in advance 
while on the rear car noticed a red 
light shining into the window, and, going 
out on the rear platform, discovered the trick. 
He turned the lights the right way as the train 
crossed Fifty-fifte street, and he was not a mo- 
ment too soon, | 

Mr. Chamberlain of the Rock Island said that 
that road was taking no action in the matter nor 
would it because be was certain the attempt 
was not meant for his road. Mr. Amsden, Su- 
perintendent of the Lake Shore, said that 


switches were being continually thrown, but | 


the facts were nevec made publio because the 
attempts to k the cars always failed. 
Lately, however, the occurrences became more 
frequent than usual, and switches were thrown 
by the dozen. At 8:10 Monday night a long 
train filled with dressed beef pulled out of 
Forty-third street. The efforts of the wreckers 
were bent on thie train for the cars were load- 
ed with perisbable freight. The train-bands bad 
orders to be particulariy vigilant, and the train 
proceeded slowly. Several misplaced switches 
were encountered, but these were fixed before 
reaching them. (ne at Fifty-second wassome- 
how overlooked, and three cars ran off the 
track before the train could be stopped. The 
first truck on the first car was broken and the 
car had to remain on the track all night, but 
the others went on with but an hour's delay. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday morning Officers Tay- 
lor and Doniin of the 'Thirty-fifth Street Station 
arrested Bernard Ferguson and Hiram Denni- 
son just as they were in the act of turning the 
switch near Thirty-third street. These men 
were evidently going along the track throwing 
switches, for others ia their wake were found 
misplaced. They were brought before Justice 
Meech and charged with malicious mischief 
and one with carrying concealed weapons. On 
the first two charges they were heid over to 
the 20th inst. in bondsof $1,000 each and 
Dennison $200 additional for carryimg a 
weapon. Mr. Amsden was of the opinion that 
all the trouble came from two or three 
agitators whom they would have to catch in 
order to stop the trouble, and be confidently 
said that he expected their arrest every 
moment. We've been getting along very 
nicely,”’ he said, and that’s what makes these 
fellows angry. But we'll put chem where they 
won't do any harm. Call around tomorrow 
and you'll probably dear of some arrests.”’ 

A gaspipe bomb eighteen inches in length 
was tound on the Lake Shore tracks near the 
South Citicago Depot early in the afternoon. 
There was no fuse attached and there was 
apparentiy no apparatus for explodmg it. 
The bomb bad evidently been lying in the 
weeds but a sbort time, as the pipe bore no 
traces of the heavy rain of Monday morning. 
It is believed that it was hidden there for fut- 
ure use, as it would be an easy matter to at- 
tach a fuse to the corked end. Three sus- 
picious characters were seen for a moment 
Monday night near the spot. The police wiil 
determine the nature of the contents of the 
pipe today. 

The employés of Robert Warren & Co., pack- 
ers at the Stock-Yards, who went out a few 
days ago because the company persisted in 
loading Lake Shore cars, have returned to 
work. The basis of the settlement could not 
be ascertained from any of the firm, but the 
mena claimed that the company agreed not to 
ship any more beef over the Lake Shore Road. 
The Superintendent stated that when the men 
went out they had not completed their work 
and that some packing bad to be done, ana that 
rather than have the meat spoil the old hands 
were taken back. He stated that he could 
not tell whether the company would kill 
more bogs or not. The Lake Shore strikers 
still continue on deck. About 2 o'clock yes- 
terday mornie; ae serious mishap occurred at 
Fitty-tùhird street crossing of the Lake Shore 
Road. Engine 468 with a train of meat-cars 
guarded by the police was going south, east- 
bound. At Fifty-third street a half-set cock- 
switch was met and the engine and four cars 
were thrown from the track into the 4itch. 
Police Officer Sylvester was caught in the tall 
and was badt}' bruised. Yesterday in Packmg- 
town, while the Lake Shore men were at din- 
ner, a number of men and boys placed fully a 
dozen heavy timbers in front and behind 
several cars. Later, while some of the non- 
union and Pinkerton men were on Forty- 
seventh street, they were deluged with water 
from the housetops.

HAND-CART FRUIT-DEALERS, 


The Retailers Who Have Stores Want to 
Put a Stop to This Unlicensed Competi- 
tion. 

The retail fruit-dealers on the prominent 
down-town thoroughfares are about to begin a 
crusade against the dago street fruit- 
venders, as they have discovered that with but 
few exceptions the latter have no licenses. 
The retail dealers wili form a sort of league to 
find if the go-cart venders have licenses, and 
when it is found that they have not wholesale 
arrests will follow for violation of two city or- 
dinances— peddling without a license and op- 
structing public thoroughfares. 

A TRIBUNE reporter calied on City-Olerk 
Plautz yesterday and asked him if the corner 
fruit-venders paid a license. He repiied: * No, 
they do not, although there is an ordinance 
demanding the licensing of peddiers, and if 
these fellows are not peddlers I'd like to know 
what they are. They ought to be made pay 
the license, though. They are nuisances, and, 
while I do not believe in licensing a nuisance, 
if these fellows are to be tolerated they ought 
to be made to pay the city in some way. An- 
other thing, these wheel-cart dealers generally 
buy the refuse of the fruit markets and sell it 
at enormous profits to children and other 
thoughtiess persons. Now the men who ped- 
dle fruit about town in wagons have to get a 
licease, have their wagons numbered, and 
have to keep a horse—even their wagon is as- 
sessed.”’

Officer Wessier was the joceman with the in- 
credibiy acute sense of hearing which enabled 
him when 200 feet away from Fielden to bear 
the latter individual say: Here come the 
bioodhounds.” Of course Wessler was a lying 
scoundrel because of this statement, and be 
was still further a liar because he swore that 
the bomb was thrown from a point between 
the wagon and the Crane building, which point 
Capt. Biack claimed was twenty feet north of 
the alley. Wessier bad also identified 
Fielaen while the latter was skirmish- 
ing behind the wagon with his revolver, 
and the officer had dropped Brother Fielden 
under the wagon with a bullet in his knee. 
This occurred after Fielden’s duel with 
Krueger and Fielden’s rapid trip up the alley; 
in some mysterious way he had come back 
and met Officer Wessier. This statement of 
Officer Wesaler also was true, or it was out 
of the same pit from which had emerged Of- 
ficer Krueger's statement in regard to Fielden. 
Officer Weasier was another instance of a po- 
liceman coming on the stand to commit per- 
jury in order to bring about murder. 

Said Capt. Black: * What do you think of the 
use of such testimony? If it was false, the State 
used false testimony to do one of ite citizens 
to death by a method more dastardly than 
bomb throwing, more cruel than street war- 
fare, more wicked than armed conspiracy, 
more cowardly than assasination!’ No guna, 
or pistols, or bowie-knives, or bombs had been 
found in Fielden’s house, but yet Fielden, the 
honest teumster, was only one of the common 
herd who bad become dangerous to the peace 
of those who would wrap the mantie of their 
selfishness about them ana therefore be was to 
be put out ot che way. | 

Capt. Black inquired if the jury bad ever had 
occasion to study the significance of the word 
“proletariat.” It was a beautiful language. 
That was all there was in the case to connect 
Fielden with any conspiracy or bomb-throw- 
ing, or anything of that nature—simply that 
he said to Capt. Ward that the meeting was 
peaceable; that he fired at Ward then and 
there with a pistol, and afterwards fired two 
shots more. The story about the shooting, 
however, was a diabolical falsehood. He bad 
not yelled Rune at Capt. Ward when the 
latter commanded the meeting to disperse. 
On the contrary be had simply sad: Why, 
Captain, we are peaceabie.”” There might have 
been indignation giving force and tone to the 
words, but of that Capt. Black would speak at 
some time in the future. Fielden bad no 
thought of giving 4 signal for bomb-throwing: 
he bad no dream of bombs, and the story that 
he fired any sbots was a wicked, wicked, 
wicked effort by false swearing to bring about 
his death.“ : 

After thus clearing Fielden of all complicity 
in the murder of Officer Degan, Capt. Black 
passed on to Parsons, who, being an American, 
bad in some way or other got tangied up in the 
Socialistic business. Capt. Black told the 
jury he would bave occasion further on to 
speak of this matter and therefore he passed 
it for the present. Parsons was the editor of 
the Alarm and hespoke at the haymarket 
meeting, and in regard to that Capt. Black in- 
formed the jury that he would dwell awaile on 
that subject at some future time. Schwab had 
written Avarchistic articles and made Commu- 
nistic speeches, but that night be bad taken 
himself off to Deering where he was at a safe 
distanee from any riot on the baymarket. The 


tact was, that if anybody showed up at the 
haymarket it was a suspicious circum- 
stanee, and if he was not there 
that was s suspicious circumstance. 


There was nothing in the testimony which 
would justify tne banging of Neebe. He bad 
said nothing, done nothing, been nowbere, 
participated in no bomb-throwing, and yet the 
great State of Illinois had come marching into 
court and asked the jury to bang him. In 
reference to this froward action on the part of 
the State, Capt. Black indignantly inquired: 
Is this the utmost pitch of our civilization? 
What is there in this cause to justify you in 
cracking the necks of these defendants?’’

Speaking of the testimony of the informer 
Waller, Capt. Black said the only action taken 
at the so-called conspiracy meeting was that 
those men who were parties to the proceedings 
would do this and that thing; that if che po- 
lice in the then pending eight-hour struggle in 
this city should attempt, as the expression 
was, by brute force to overpower the strikers 
unlawfully and unjustly, that these men would 
lend their help to their fellow-wageworkers.

It had reference alone to 
meeting force by force; it had reference a one 
to the possible conduct in the future depend- 
ent upon the action of the police. “lam not 

| here to defend the action of that meeting. The 
question here is, Hai that meeting anything 
whatever to do with the killing of Mathias J. 
Degan Tuesday night?” Capt. Black made a 
very eloquent appeal in behalt of Louis Lingg. 
He represented him as the boy of 21 years, a 
native of the Republic of Switzerland, 
who came here a few months ago 
and was entirely dependent upon those who 
spoke his native tongue for information as to 
the labor movement in this country. He joined 
a carpenters’ union, being a carpenter himseit, 
and young, bright, active, capable, they put 
the money voted for experimenting with dyna- 
mite and bombs into his bands and he manu- 
factured bombs. “There is no law against- 
that. They admit there is not. But they claim 
that is a ciroumstance from which you must 
draw the inevitable conclusion of his guilt when 
taken in connection with the other circum- 
stances as to his connection with the haymar- 
ket meeting.

The Northwestern Trotting and Pacing Horse 
Breeders’ Association’s meeting opened yester- 
day at the West Side Driving Park. There was 
a fair attendance. The tracd was in good con- 
dition, but not at its best, not baving fully re- 
covered from the heavy rain of Sunday night. 
There were three events on the card—tne 
three-minute class, the Sequel Stakes for 
4-year-clds, and the Champion Stakes for 
stallions. The fields were small, but two of 
the races were well contested, and the win- 
ners in each made excellent time. The 
three-minute race was the 
the day. It was 
certainty for the ijcago mare Opal, 
and she was liberally backed against the field 
of four against her at odds of $20 to $11. Sir 
Knight, however, won in Straight beats. He 
is a green horse 5 years old, and, in addition to 
having made two seasons in the stud, nad 
never before started in company, and his 
training covered a pertod of just fifty days.

TOO MUCH TALK 
At this stage of the Anarchists’ / ial there 


seems to be too much talk. The jurors are 
tired and bored. The court officers are weary. 
The Judge alone seems to bear the strain 
with equanimity. His long experience stands 
him in good stead now. Under all the cir- 
cumstances there seems to be only feeble 
excuse for the long and wearying speeches 
inflicted on the jury. Mr. Grinnell at the 
opening of the ‘trial over three weeks ago 
stated his case in a few hours. It would 
have been well had his good example been 
followed at the close of the trial. But it 
has not been. Mr. Walker for the prosecution 
insisted on talking nearly seven hours to 
give a mere résumé of the evidence. Mr. 
Zeisler talked eight hours to prove that Mr. 
Walker wanted to hang his clients on sus- 
picion and through the aid of prejudice, 
Mr. Foster talked ten hours in repudiation of 
Mr. Zeisler’s theory of defense and in setting 
up and sustaining a more plausible one. 
And Mr. Black followed by talking 
all day yesterday and will conclude 
today. Mr. Ingham, who has made perhaps 
one of the most effective speeches heard in 
the Criminal Court of Cook County, only 
took four hours, and at least one-third of 
that time was spent in reading quotations 
from the speeches and writings of Spies, 
Fielden, Parsons, et al. It would seem as if 
the other attorneys who have spoken in this 
case would have done well to adopt this 
course, It certainly would have been morp 
satisfactory to the jury and to the court. Not 
even the eloquent periods of Mr. Foster were 
able to arouse them to the intensity of inter- 
est which they evinced while Mr. Ingham 
talked to them. 

It is not in jurors’ nature not to resent the 
infliction of long speeches, and as the longest 
have been so far made by the counsel for the 
prisoners the latter are not unlikely to suffer 
therefor. The lawyers ought to make a spe- 
cial point in favor of tlie unfortunate school- 
master juror whose vacation time is fading 
away until it is almost lost. The jurors are 
intelligent enough to interpret the evidence 
without the aid of so much talk by counsel. 


MORRISON'S RESOLUTION PIGEON-HOLED. 

Instead of disposing of the surplus res- 
olution by approving it or returning it to 
Congress, as he had full opportunity to do, 
the President has taken the singular course 
of sending the document to the State De- 
partment since the adjournment -with a 
memorandum giving his reasons for not 
signing it. This isa new form of the veto 
and one that adds considerably to the one- 
man power of the President. Of course, 
during the last ten days of a session the 
President's power to veto is virtually abso- 
lute, since by retaihing the bill beyond the 
time specified he can prevent it becoming a 
law although it might have passed both 
Houses by a unanimous vote; but with 
few exceptions the Presidents have declined 
to extend their authority in this way, but 
have made a diligent effort to approve ail 
bills or return them before adjournment to 
the House in which they originated. For 
this reason it has been a uniform custom for 
the President to occupy a room at the Capi-

deposited in the Department of State. | 

Saying nothing of the President's discour- 
teous course toward Congress and his failure 
to follow a proper custom, which had been 
observed by all his predecessors, his reasons 
for disapproving the Morrison resolution can 
hardly be regarded as convincing, and it may 
be regretted that Congress had no opportuni- 
ty to pass upon them. Mr. Cleveland says 
that to pay out $10,000,000 monthly in re 
ducing the public debt might ‘* embarrass 
the successful and useful operations of the 
Treasury Department and impair confidence 
in the management of the finances of the 
Government.” But the resolution itself pro- 
vided against any such possible danger 
by declaging that in the case of 
any extraordinary emergency not. now 
existing” the Secreiary of the Treasury 
could by written order suspend the bond 
calls for such period as might be deemed 
necessary. Whenever the President micht 
consider it advisable he could direct the 
Secretary of the Treasury to suspend the 
monthly calls for bonds, and it is therefore 
clear that the resolution could not hamper 
the Treasury Department in the least in 
dvaling with any unforeseen emergency. It 
simply required the President or the Secre- 
tary to affirm that there was an emergency 
and payments on the public debt were sus- 
pended for that reason. The resolution did 
not impair the power of the Treasury De- 
partment to meet any danger or emergency, 
but intended solely to take away the authority 
to suspend bond ealls without any sufficient 
reason and merely as a matter of whim, 
caprice, or favoritism toward the National 
banks. The veto message which Mr. Cleve- 
land sent to the Department of State can 
only be regarded as taking the ground that 
the Treasury Department must have power 
to suspend bond calls with or without a 
reason, or when there is no other emergency 
or danger than that the National banks’ may 
cease to draw interest on overdue bonds. Con- 
gress ought by all means to have had an op- 
portunity to consider Cleveland’s veto of the 
Morrison resolution. 


APPEALING FOR THE ANARCHISTS. 

Capt. Black is an able advocate. His ad- 
dress to the jury yesterday in behalf of. his 
Anarchist clients was a forcible and cogent 
argument. He made the most of the mis- 


takes, the contradictions, and the weaknesses 


of the witnesses for the prosecution, while 
he utilized to the fullest extent the testiony 
of those for the defense, at the same time 
giving the latter a certificate of character. 
He ptesented all the evidence that would tell 
in favor of his clients in a skillful manner. 
He maintained that the attorneys for the 
State had not established the existence of a 
conspiracy the outcome of which was the 
haymarket massacre, and that as a matter of 
course it had not been shown that the pris- 
oners were the persons guilty of the mur- 
ders. The direct evidence—eonsisting, as 
he held, entirely of the statements of 
Gilmer and Thompson—was worthless, 
The circumstantial evidence was too 
weak, and left too much for the 
imagination, On another part of the case— 
the alleged shooting at the police by Samuel 
Fielden—Capt. Black made a strong analyt- 
ical argument. The testimony on this part 
has been weak and contradictory. The 
prosecution did not place much reliance on 
it, and as it is not necessary to the conviction 
of the prisoners Mr. Grinnell has not wasted 
much effort in trying to sustain it. 
Concerning the circumstantial evidence, 
the defendants’ leading counsel offered ex- 
planations that were far-fetched and im- 
probable. ‘This was especially the case as to 
the Revenge circular, the signal. word 
Ruhe,“ the meeting at Greif’s Hall, and 
Lingg’s bomb-factory. 
whom he described as a Swiss probably for a 
little poetic effect, for he is from Baden, 


met with no response among the audience. 


and probably fell flat on the jury also; and 
his effort to picture Spies, whom his asso- 
ciates had described as a sort of sensational 
liar, as a humanitarian was equally unsuc- 
cessful. . 

Capt. Black’s speech yesterday was clearly 
intended to provoke doubt in the minds of 
one or two members of the jury as to the 
culpability of the prisoners. All hope of 
acquittal seems to have been abandoned by 
the defense. They will be satisfied with a 
disagreement. The. case will be given to 

the jury tomorrow, and the long agony will 
soon be over. It is confidently anticipated 
that the verdict will be guilty as to seven of 


the prisoners. 


GARLAND’S PAN-ELECTRIC BURDEN. 

Attorney-General Garland in his capacity 
as a private individual and speculator in 
stocks has filed in court his formal reply to 
the complaint of Dr. C. Harris Rogers in the 
Pan-Electric controversy, omitting, however, 
any distinet plea to the scandalous and im- 
pertinent matter in the bill.” Still the At 
torney-General does not wholly disdain the 
use of personalities, but represents to the 
court that Rogers has shown ‘‘an utter dis- 
regard of his obligations and proved him- 
self an unreliable person with whom to 
have any business relations whatever.“ In- 
asmuch as Rogers previously averred that 
Garland had ruined the affairs of the Pan- 
Electric concern by foolish and ridiculous 
conduct,” both the parties may be regarded 
as of one mind concerning the proposed ac- 
counting and winding up,” and the court 
should find little difficulty in dissolving the 
partnership existing heretofore between the 
principal law officer of the Government and 
the poét of Parthenon hights. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Garland is 
sincerely desirous that the affairs of the Pan- 
Electric concern should be wound up, at 
least so far as he is concerned. In fact, Mr. 
Garland brings his $1,500,000 of Pan-Electric 
stock and tenders it to the company, begging 
only to de freed of all and every associa- 
tion with said Rogers,” and in order to se- 
cure such blessed relief he is even willing 
to *‘ waive and renounce all advantages and 
benefits that might come to him as the re- 
sult of an accounting. Mr. Garland not only 
proposes to surrender his ck and waive 
all right to any of the profits, \but he offers 
to account for all pecuniary benefits or 
moneys he has received because of his inter- 


est in the company, provided only he is re- 


leased from all further association or connéc- 
tion with Rogers and the Pan-Electric crowd. 
He offers indeed to abandon all benefits or 
advantages arising from his holding of tele- 
phone stock, past, present, or prospective, on 
condition only that his name is finally ex- 


punged from the books of the Pan-Blectric

eourt. Mr. Garland's statement is highly 
The stock itself was of no value, 
but it has been a thorn in the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s side, arid there is every teason why he 
should desire to be rid of it at the earliest 
possible moment. When the Government 
telephone suit was first brought before the 
Department of Justice the Attorney-General 
should have disposed of his telephone stock 
at once, True, the suit had nothing to do 
with the Pan-Electric concern and was 
simply an issue between Bell and Gray; but 
the Attorney-General could then have saved 
himself much trouble by showing a decent 
regard for appearances and putting himself 
beyond suspicion, Foolishly defying public 
opinion and refusing to dispose of his stock 
when he could have done so without dis- 
credit or difficulty, and holding on to it with- 
out any reasonable expectation of legitimate 
or illegitimate profit or any other result than 
to foment needless official scandal, Garland's 
part in this transaction has been absurd and 
pitiful rather than corrupt; but he richly de- 
serves the punishment he has suffered in be- 
ing compelled to bear his burden of worthless 
Pan-Electric stock and seek deliverance in 
vain. 


Tae Postmaster-General has issued a cir- 
cular to Postmasters concerning the acts au- 
thorizing the extension o“ the special-delivery 
system to all post-offices in the United States 
and to ali mailable matter. The ciroular says 
that on and after Oct. l every Postmaster will 
be held responsible for the immediate delivery 
of every article of mailable matter which may 
be received addressed to his office, properly 
stamped with a special-delivery stamp. Such 
immediate delivery must be made, except Sun- 
day, when the article is directed to a person 
residing or havim a place of business within 
one mile of the post-office. This will make a 
tremendous change of system in some iocali- 
ties, but it will be for the good of the public. 
The spevcial-delivery system may be used to 
some purpose yet. There will, aftor tnis order 
is enforoed, be none ot the absurd business 
of sending speciai-delivery letters to sub-sta- 
tuons to be delivered from there, with all the 
attendant delay. The Postmaster-General in 
making this recent order may bave bad his 
eye on some place a long way west of the 
Alleghenies.

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“FIRST CONGRESSIONAL. 


THE CONVENTION 18 POSTPONED TILL 
THE 18TH OF SEPTEMBER. 


The Change Made at the Request of Judge 
Cary, Who Is Now an Avowed Candl- 
date—The Republican City and County 


Committees Will Meet to Suggest a Suc- 


cessor to 8. B. Raymond as Election 
Commissioner—Uncertainty as to What 
Judge Prendergast Will Do. 

Affairs among the Republicans of the First 
Congressional District took another whirl yet 
terday afternoon. The time for bolding the 
primaries and convention was changed, and 
the whole matter was postponed until Sept. 17 
and 18. - This was done through a union of the 
supporters of Judge Cary and Congressman 
Dunham, and against the wisbes of W. I. 
Harper, who was originally in favor of holding 
the Congressional primaries the same day as 
those for the county nominauons, and was 
then opposed to a change atter the public had 
been notified that they would be held Aug. 25. 
The vote by which the change was made was 
cast by George Bass of the Third Ward, who 
was present as proxy for Frank Gilbert, tne 
regular committeeman. Inu voting for the 
change he said plainly he was acting acoord- 
ing to the wishes of Judge Cary, who desired 
a longer time in which to make the canvass. 
This indicates that Judge Cary vrobably pro- 
poses to take a decided part before the con- 
vention, and the vote looks very much as 
though a quasi union of forces bas been mado 
between the Third Ward and the countiy Com- 
missioners’ districts. 

The meeting was beid at the office of George 
Gibbs. All the members were present except 
Frank Gilbert of the Third Ward, who was 
represented by , Bass. Proceedings 
were opened by John Humphrey of the Fourta 
OCommissioner’s District, who moved @ recon- 
sideration of the vote br which it was de- 
cided to call the primaries for 4 
25 and hold the couvention — 
day following. The motion caused some dis. 
cussion, Mr. Humphrey saying in support of 
it that bis constituents were now interested in 
tne county campaign and desired to postpone 
the Congressioual Convention so that one 
would not be influenced by the other, Col, 
Crane of Lake said the Kepublicans out that 
way were in favor of holding the Congressional 
Convention after the county nominations had 
been made, and C. H. Crawtord of Hyde Park 
alleged that be wanted a change because 
was the surest way of divorcing Congressio 
from couaty interests. 

J. H. Giibert of the Fourth Ward said he ha 
favored holding the Congressioval primaries 
on the same day as those for the county in 
order to avoid a multiplicity of nominating 
conventions, but now that the time had been 
fixed he did not want it changed. George 
Gibbs and D. W. Nickerson of the Second and 
First Wards took a similar view of the ques- 
tion. When the vote was taken Humpnrey, 
Crane, and Crawford voted for the reconsider- 
ation and Nickerson, Gibbs, and Gilbert against 
it. This made a tie, which Mr. Bass, who acted 
es Chairman, settled by voting with the three 
country distriets for a revonsideration. In 
doing se he said Jadge Cary, the Thiru Ward 
Congressional candidate, seemed to be anxious 
for delay, and be was simply representing bis 
wishes in the matter. He could see no reason 
why the Congressional Cunvention should be 
held at the same time as that for the county, 
as there was no relation between them, 

The reconsideration paving been carried, Mr. 
Humpbrey wanted to adjourn until Sept. 10 
but it was insisted that the time for the co 
vention should be fixed at once, George Gibbs 
sarcastically remarking that they could change 
it again if it did not suit some of the candi- 
dates. Mr. Nickerson moved that the prima- 
ries be held at the same time as those for the 
county nominations, and that the convention 
be held the folowing da. Mr. Humphrey 
offered an amendment fixing Sept. 17 as the 
day for the primaries and the stg for the 
couvention. This was adopted by the same 
vote as that by wbich the reconsideration was 
carried, and the committee adjourned to meet 
some time before the time fixed to issue a 
formal call, 

Mr. Harper said last nigbt be was quite well 
suited with the time fixed upon. He was orig- 
mally in favor of boiding the Congressignal 
primaries at the same timé as thoee for the 
county on the ground that be did not want to 
have business-men put to the trouble of com- 
ing out to vote at two primaries 60 Gear to- 
gether. The time now agreed upon svited 
bim, be said, as well as the date first fixed by 
the committee. :

TREASURER GRAY’S SHURTAGE. 


The Trusted Employe Admits that He Stole 
| About $500,000. 

Bostox, Mass., Aug. 17.—The managing 
directors of the Atlantic Millis Company are 
still engaged upon the books of the corpora- 
‘don in relation to the shortage of William 
Gray Jr., the late treasurer, but at present the 
exact amount of his defaleation caanot be 
learned with certainty. Inan interview this 
morning with two of the principal directors 
the followun facts were learned: Last Friday 
the deficiency was discovered by an examiner 
appointed by the directors, and Saturday Gray 
dame to the office and was confronted with the 
charge. He, after a moment or two, confessed 
the crime, acknowledged that he had embezzied 
| the funds of the corporation to the extent of 
$500,000 or $600,000, but as to the use 
to which be put the money his only reply 
was, Building operations.” This accounting 
is believed to be true by the directors, who say 
bis operations of this character in Roxbury 
bave been notorious. It is also believed that 
Gray has told the truth regarding the amouüt 
embezzied, and the directors do not expect to 
find that it will exceed $600,000. 

Sunday, Gray, accompanied by his brother- 
im-law and a party of gentiemen friends, went 
on board bis yacht, the Huron, and cruised 
about the lower barbor and bay during the 
day, and spent tne night below. Monday morn- 
ing the yacht came up to the city and landed 
Gray and his companions on Central Wharf. 
Gray ordered the Captain to get ready to sail 
again at 2 o'clock p. m., at which time Gray 
stated he would be on board. The Captain bas 
not seen Gray since, and the Huron still lies et. 
ber anchorage. It is known that Gray has left 
the city, and it is thought ie making his way 
to Canada with a horse and buggy. It is not 
believed that be has carried any of the stolen 
money with bim, as be i believed to Lave 
spent most of it. 

When Gray was deposed from the treasury- 
shiv of both corporations William Hooper was 
chosen temporary treasurer of the Atlantic 
Mulis, and Edmund Dwight of the Indian 
Orchard Mille. The assets of the two corpo- 
rations amount to more than $4,000,000, and it 
ie not believed the solvency of either is im- 
paired by Gray's operations. The capital of 
the Atiantic Millis ie $1,000,000, and its assets, 
according to the last annual statement, exceed 
$2,000,000. The capital of the Indian Orchard 
Milis is $600,000. The assets are nearly three 
times that sum. Mr. Gray hus been treasurer 
of the former for ten years and of the latter 
corporation for eight years. He bas occupied 
a foremost position in business and sociai cir- 
cles. He bas lived m “act and bas been

CATTLE OUT IN MONTANA. 


In Danger of Dying Because of the Death 
of the Grass—Alarm Because of the De- 
pression of Silver. 

A resident of Butte City, Mout., who is in 
Chicago as a delegate to the Irish National 
League Convention said yesterday that the 
grass throughout Northern Montana was al- 
most entirely dead and cattle were suffering 
greatly. No cattieso far had died, but the 
situation was gettung serious, and the u- 
agers of the larger ranches were contemplat- 
ing driving their cattie into British America to 
save them from perishmg. It was reported 
among cattlemen in Montana that the Cana- 
dian Government had decided to impose 
a duty of 15 per cent on all 
ecatile driven into the Dominion after 
Seht. 16, but the ranchmen would fight this 
with the argument that they would not ship 
an animal over the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
if the tax was put on. Ranchmen had said 
that an inch of snow next winter would place 
the cattle in a worse condition as to danger of 
starving than six inches of snowfall would 
with the ordinary growth of prairie . grass 
under it, as in other years. There bad been 
but few short showers in Montanasince April. 
The berders who were in the business on a 
small scale were much better off than those 
who had large herds, for they generally raised 
some hay wherewith to feed their stock in 
winter. The heavy English compahies would 
suffer to a great extent. 

Butte City was getting to be one of the lead- 
ing points in the silver-mining business, and 

t alarm was felt on account of the depres- 
sion in silver, which went down to 91 cents an 
ounce. Someof the miners ciaimed that sil- 

ver could not be produced for less than 85 

cents an ounce on account of the cost of labor 

and material. If the operations of the mines 
bad to stop thousands of men throughout the 

Territories would be thrown out of employ- 

ment, their savings would be withdrawh from 

the banks, the towns they were supporting 
would fail away, and the mining States and 

Territories would be financially ruined. The 

Anaconda Minme Company alone had a pay- 

roli of 88300, 000 a month, and was mining cop- 

per and silver on a more extensive sale than 
any other ore-digging concern in this or any 
other country.

Capt. Sam Moore Died at New Orleans Mon- 


“day Night After a Brief Illness— The 
* Schooner Boody's Crew Had a Hard 
Fight to Save the Vessel—Freights Con- 


tinue to Advance—Union Sallors Demand 


More Pay—Around the Lakes. | 

Capt. Sam Moore, until recently one of the 
most prominent vesselmen on the lakes, died 
at New Orleans Monday night of congestive 
maiarial fever. His Ulness was very brief. 
Last week he wrote home saying that he was 
enjoying the best of health, and yesterday his 
wife received a telegram announcing bis death. 
Tho remains were shipped to Chicago by ex- 
press last evening and will reach here tomor- 
row morning. Notice of the tuneral will be 
published just as soon as the arrangements are 
completed. 

Capt. Moore had been identitied with the 
lake marine as a master and owner of vessels 
for the last thirty years, and was bighly es- 
teemed for bis excellent qualities. His early 
life was spent in the north of Ireland, where he 
was born Dec. 26, 1883. At the age of 15 years 
he shipped as an apprentice on an ocean-going 
vessel, and during the ensuing seven years 
made voyages to almost every part of the 
world. In 1852, having received a thorough 
training in seamanship, he arrived in New 
York, and, in company with Capt. Buckley, set 
out for the lakes. Like many another Jack 
Tar he ad squandered his earnings the 
first week Be was ashore, and was obliged to 
pawn his }hotgun in order to pay his passage 
up the Eri Cenail to Buffalo. On reachm the 
latter po e secured a berth on a sailing ves- 
sel, and early in the spring of that year reached 
Chicago. From that time he bas made Cbicago 
his home. Two years after coming to the 
lakes he was made master of a vessel, and in 
1857 he invested his savings in the sonr Eliza 
Logan, which he owned and sailed for several 
years. Subsequently he was owner and master 
of the Kate Richmond, City of Milwau- 
kee, Golden Harvest, Dan Tindell. Bay 
State, Golden West, and Two Fannies. His 
first and only wreck experience was in the Two 
Fannies, the vessel drifting on a reef at Elk 
Rapids, although she was afterwards recov- 
ered and rebuilt. In 1878 he bought the schr 
Zächh Chandler and sailed her until the summer 
of 1882, when he sold out and went to Europe 
to visit the home of his childhood. Having 
amassed a comfortable fortune, be decided to 
abandon the lakes for good and live the re- 
mainder of his days in quiet retire 
ment. The old sailor, however, found 
life away from the water more dreary 
than he anticipated, and last year he built a 
small steamer, which he christened the Bessie 
M., after his little daughter. When the boat

But for the opportune arrival of the Swain the 
vessel would — gone down in 120 feet of 
water.

There continued to be an active demand for 
grain-carrying Capacity yesterday, but, owing 
to the extensive engagements msde Monday, 
there was very little ready tonnage on the 
market.

A FEMALE SURGEON, 


Extraordinary Career of Mme. Dr. Ribart in 
Egypt and Cochin-China. 

New York World: The death is announced 
in Cochin-China of Mme. Dr. Ribart, a female 
surgeon of remarkable skill, and whose career 
was very extraordinary, an experience that no 
other woman has ever had. Beginning as a 
waitress in a little drinking shop of the 
Quartier Latin of Paris, sbe passed while still 
very young through thy usual experience of a 
Parisian grisette, and became connected with 
a medical student who frequented the shop. 
Her instinct was irresistible. No sooner did 
she come in contact with his books and in- 
struments tban she fell upon them and literaily 
devoured the knowledge they contained. She 
availed herself of his teachings, too, and 
drew from him everything he learned, 


26 she presented herself for examination as 
surgeon and passed the ordeal brilitiantly and 
triumphantly. She soon recognized the field 
that lay open to her in the Egyptian harems, 
to which male surgeons were not admitted, 
and where women suffered unspeukable tor- 
ments for the luck of proper attendance. At 
Cairo she speedily established a large practice 
and had every prospect of doing well, but ber 
babits of dissipation had been formed early— 
had become rooted and were unconguerable, 
She plunged into inconceivable debauches, 
such as would not have been possibie any- 
where else, and the history of ber life there 
would not be admitted to the pages of even a 
ebronique scandaleuse. Her career of vice 
ended finally in an Egyptian madhbouse, and 
ber sufferings in that borrible place were as 
great as ber excesses bad been. After six 
months of this severe but saiutary regimen 
she recovered her mind, but pever forgave 
her beartless and disreputable Levantine 
friends who hastily thrust her out of sight and 
mind into the horrors of an insane asylum.

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LORD LONSDALE’S FRACAS. 


FINED FORTY SHILLINGS, WITH AL- 
TERNATIVE OF PRISON. 


Curious Points Brought Out in the Testi- 


mony—Violet Cameron and Her Hus- 
band—She Thought When She Married 
Him that He Would Take Her from the 
Stage—But She Was Forced to Support 
Him, 


London Telegraph, Aug. 3: At the New- 
castie-on-Tyne Police Court yesterday morning, 
before Aid. Hamond (in the cidir), Ald. Mil- 
vain, Ald. Potter, and Mr. John Hall, Lord 
Lonsdale was charged with baving assaulted 
David de Bensaude, husband of Mies Violet 
Cameron, whose operatic company bas been 
under engagement at the Theatre Royal, New- 
das tle. 


Mr. Lickfold of London defended Lord Lons- 
dale, who was present in court during the bear- 
ing of the case. Mr. Parsons in opening the 
case said he appeared co prefer a charge of as- 
sault against Lord Lonsdaie on behalf of Mr. 
David de Bensaude, who was the husband of 
Miss Violet Cameron, whose company per- 
formed at the Theatre Royal in Newcastle last 
week. Mr. Parsons said he would relate sbort- 
ly the charge of assault. Mr. de Bensaude 
had been married to his present wife about 
two years, and he believed that until within 
the last few months they had lived together on 
very bappy terms until defendant became on 
intimate terms with Miss Violet Cameron. 

Ald. Hamond intimated that they did not 
know the complainant's wife as Miss Cam- 
eron,” and sue would have to be spoken of in 
ber proper name. 

Mr. Parsons continuing said during the last 
three months Lord Lonsdale had become on 
intimate terms of friendship with her and had 
been traveling from town to town with the 
company.

Plainfield (N. J.) Letter: The profile likeness 
of Miss Lillian Paul on a lacquered metal Jap- 
anese tray is attracting much notice in this 
town.

an Experienced Shopper—A 
to the Metropolis and Her

Viewed by 
Lady’s Visit 
The followmg is from a private letter, and 

contains many features of interest to iadies: 

Paris, July 25.—It is difficult to sit quietly 
down to write a long letzer, for each day 
brings so many distractions that night finds us 
worn out with very littie accomplished. 

Such crowds as the three days of sunshine 
has brought out on the street! Eating and 
drinking out of doors is universally doue, more 
by men, but also a great deal by women, and 
in front of every hotel and restaurant there 
are light little téte-A-téte round tables. It isa 
marvel to me that there isso much sobriety. 
At every turu you see victorias, with a single 
horse, driven by cochers at a furious pace. 
These you can hire for two francs and a pour 
beire an hour. Asin France the person run 
over is fined for being in the way, it makes 
these cochers absolutely receless. 

The flowers are perfectiy beautiful, snd 
women push them through the streets in little 
carts. Ot course, in the shops the floral dis- 
play is marvelous beyond description. The 
children and I walked down to the. fower-mar- 
ket by the Church of the Madeleine the other 
day, and we were weil repaid for our trouble, 
It was in this magnificent church, behind the 
chancel rail, that Communists took refuge 
and were shot down like rats in a pit by re- 
peated volleys of the soldiers. ' 

When you visit the shops and their glories 
you can find an excuse for our tourists who 
see nothing eise. The few beautiful things at 
a baif-dozen coutourieres in New York are as 
nothing compared with the show-window con- 
tents here, which are but a foretaste of what 
will be seen on the inside. I see nothing cheap 
of any kind—no bargains. I looked for tabie 
linen at the Maison dé Blanc, but found the 
pieces so similar to ours that I did not buy 
any. 

The only cheap things were wrappers, which 
can be bought at the Louvre for a mere song 
—nice, simple striped flannel wrappers, with 
loose fronts, for about $10; pretty foulard 
ones of good shape for $17. I have ordered 
corsets of Mme. Marsels—$10 fora coutille pair 
and $26 for a black satin pair; $10 for a simple 
little bonnet, $80 for a traveling-dress from 
Rauduetry; bair-nets from Auguste Petit, 
10 francs a dozen; elsewhere, six francs. 
Underwear is cheaper in New York 
than here. No such thing as a »plain- 
waisted dress is to be seen; all have vests, 
loose fronts, or fantasies of one kind or anoth- 
er. I am baving a biack taffeta petticoat made, 
pinked out, plaited. and flounced up the back. 
They have white ones, and are Very nice. 

We have changed our apartments from thee 
entre sol, and have three bedrooms and a salon 
for three france a day, furnishing our own 
candies. We then have premier dejeuner in 
our salon, coffee, rolls, and milk for Lilly, 
for which we pay extra. We go out for 
breakfast, three and a half francs 
and for dinner five francs each. Haif the 
time we take these meals ata pension, Mme. 
Pinset's, where they are simply delicious, and 
we go elsewhere to the cafés, so that we bave 
variety. At Mme. Pinset’s wine is included. 
The children drink three goblets a day. L. 
take four. Very little water 1s used here, be- 
cause itis not good. We get very little ice 
anywhere. Our rooms are furnished vlainly, 
except the salon, which is crimson and gilt. 
At night we miss the gas, having nothing but 
miserable little candies in the room. 

We went once to the Salon and once to the 
Louvre, where we devoted ourselyes—as we 
couldn't do all—cbiefly to the rfal room 
where all the chief masters were. Although it 
made my blood run cold tosee these pictures, 
Still Llonged to see more of them. But it re- 
quires strengtb, and | have not a large fund to 
draw on. 

I can buy one of those nice cool silk-lined 
wrappers, scariet, with light écru in front, for 
$19. You cannot get the material in New York 
for that. and they are so niceto throw on in 
the house. 

Living as we do, in apartments, we are al- 
most too private, and yet it is the way every . 
one lives.
